Smid’s budget for the early stages 
of the North LRT is $10 million 
That figure includes the cost of pre- 
liminary engineering, but a large 
portion of it goes towards public con- 
sultation. It’s hard to say how much 
the city would save if the line were 
less controversial, but the city would 
definitely save money on property 
acquisition by planning further into 
the future. 

The city currently has plans for 
a south line into Millwoods, a line 
to West Edmonton Mall and Lewis 
Estates, and an LRT ring road that 
would connect outer communities 
without going through downtown. 
These lines are still in the conceptual 
stage, and firmer plans will result 
from the transportation master plan 
discussions in the fall. 

Wayne Mandryk, the city’s manag- 
er of transportation projects, points 
out that the city does have established 
rights-of-way on the South LRT line 
in Belgravia and past Heritage Mall. 
The city also established a right-of- 
way though the Station Lands in 
northeast downtown for the North 
LRT. But he couldn't identify any 
firm commitments beyond already 
confirmed LRT lines. 

Brendan Van Alstine, a TRUE 
member, is glad the city is starting to 
think about more than one line at a 
time. While he welcomes the shift in 


“attitude he’s seen at City Hall since 


the last election, he doesn’t see that 
new attitude translating into action. 
“In terms of actually putting those 


changes in place,” he says, “we are 


still putting that off.” 

Besides, at this stage, the North 
LRT is too far in the planning pro- 
cess for those changes to make a dif- 
ference. 

At a May 13 public meeting, mem- 
bers of the Central McDougall com- 
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munity league advocated a subway- 
style underground train though their 
neighbourhood. If they chose that 
option, the neighbourhood would not 
be disturbed, homes saved and future 
infill projects assured, they argued. 

Smid facilitated that meeting but 
was unconvinced by the community 
league’s argument. He's working on 
landscaping and design with the help 
of the Edmonton Design Committee, 
which should resolve any concerns 
the community league has. 

When asked if tunneling under- 
ground could save money on expro- 
priation of properties, he shook his 
head. Tunneling under the commu- 
nity would add $400 million to the 
$800 million project, increasing the 
costs by 50 per cent. Surface LRT 
still offers the best bang for taxpay- 
ers’ bucks, he says. 

There is another alternative that 
wasn't discussed at the public meet- 
ing: Mandryk suggests that the city 
could hypothetically build the LRT 
on an existing road and divert traf- 
fic onto other roads. “If traffic is 
congested,” he says, “commuters 
will be enticed to get on high-speed 
transit.” 

The prospect of increased traffic 
on existing roads makes this a con- 
troversial suggestion, and Central 
McDougall residents might not like 
that option any more than the cur- 
rent proposal. After all, as French ar- 
gues, the current LRT network isn't 
big enough to offer a real alternative 
to driving. And the move could also 
mean more shortcutting through her 
neighourhood. 

But Mandryk counters those con- 
cerns by noting that road closure is 
an option currently being discussed 
by every city undertaking LRT ex- 
pansion: Calgary, for instance, shut 
down 7th Avenue downtown when

they built the C Train. And while crit- 
ics say that decision led to conges- 
tion problems and the death of their 
downtown, it was a much cheaper | 


option—and the expense of building 
Edmonton's underground route in 
the downtown is often cited as the 
reason our LRT network stalled for 
30 years. 

Ward 4 city councillor Ben Hen- 
derson supports the idea of closing 
roads for the LRT, as it would save 
money on property acquisition and 
avoid demolishing homes. He be- 
lieves clogged roads wouLD get more 
people riding public transit. 

“It's the kind of thing I think we 
should be exploring,” he says. “One 
of the things that really frustrates 
me, and one of the major expenses, 
is rebuilding our roads while we are 
building transit. The whole point is 
to get people to use transit instead of 
the roads.” 

Henderson is particularly anxious 
about the North LRT because of the 
money and time the city has already 
invested in developing a land use 
strategy for the north end of down- 
town. The plan involved extensive 
public consultations on increased 
building heights and population den- 
sity. The project was a success, he 
says, and it would be a shame to ruin 
that with a transportation plan that 
doesn't take the existing neighbour- 
hood plans into consideration. “We 
shouldn't put in the LRT and then 
go ‘oops’ afterward,” he says. “We 
should do this with our eyes wide 


open. We need to understand all the 


implications, not just the transporta- 
tion ones.”

| BEAVER LAKE CREE SUE OVER OIL AND GAS 














Members of the Beaver Lake Cree Nation 
could halt oilsands development in the 
Cold Lake area—provided they're successful 
with their lawsuit against the federal and 
provincial governments. 

The band is suing over alleged treaty 
infringements related to massive industrial 
development in the area near Lac La Biche. 
There are 17,000 projects listed in the claim 
including the construction of pipelines, gas 
wells, and access roads by companies that 
include Husky, Encana, Imperial Oil, and 
Canadian Natural Resources. Chief Alphonse 
Lameman filed the 700-page statement of 
claim last week. “This is a case about pro- 
tecting the environment from the ravages of 
industrialization,” says Jack Woodward, the 
lead attorney for the Beaver Lake Cree. 

Under Treaty 6, the Beaver Lake Cree Na- 
tion have the right to hunt, trap, and fish on 
the traditional hunting grounds surround- 
ing the Beaver Lake reservation. The scale, 
scope, and speed of development that the 
provincial and federal government approved 
in the area has made those rights meaning- 
less, Woodward says. According to the 1876 
treaty, governments have a legal obligation 
to ensure that natural habitat in the area is 
properly managed so that the various wild- 
life populations remain at levels sufficient 
for hunting. “Canada has a responsibility 
to protect these treaty rights and has done 
absolutely nothing,” Woodward says. 

If the court decides to impose injunctions 
on development in the region there could 
be serious repercussions for the oil industry, 
especially for companies involved in high- 
water use in situ developments, says Jodie 
Hierlmeier, staff lawyer with the Environ- 
mental Law Centre, 

However, securing an injunction will be 
difficult. The onus is on the Beaver Lake Cree 
to prove that environmental consequences 
of the developments are irreparable and 
can’t be offset through damages or other 
means.

THE NEW ALBERTA HEALTH 
SERVICES BOARD BRINGS 

US ONE STEP CLOSER TO 
PRIVATIZATION, SAY CRITICS 





There is a growing concern amongst 
opposition parties and advocacy 
groups that the recent decision to 
centralize the province’s health 
boards will do little to address the 
current problems the healthcare sys- 
tem faces and may be one step closer 
to opening it up to privatization 

On May 15, Health Minister Ron 
Liepert announced the dissolution of 
the province's nine remaining health 
regions as well as the Alberta Cancer 
Board, Alberta Mental Health, and 
the Alberta Alcohol and Drug Abuse 
Commission. All will be replaced by 
he newly created Alberta Health 
Services Board (AHSB), which will 


oversee the province's healthcare 
needs. In the 1990s, the government 
replaced dozens of hospital boards 
with 17 health regions, and five years 
ago they further whittled the number 
down to nine. 

It is a decision seemingly made 
without any evidence that a central- 
ized health board would improve Al- 
bertans’ quality of care, accessibility, 
or cost-effectiveness, says Liberal 
MLA David Swann. “For us to reach 
2008,” he says, “and suddenly be 
faced with yet another restructuring 
in five years from the last one, with- 
out evidence that the previous ones 
were either better or worse in those 
three areas of evaluation—quality, 
access, cost-effectiveness—begs the 
question: What are these folks bas- 
ing their management on?” He adds 
that if the government isn’t making 
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its decisions based on evidence, then 
they must be based on either ideolo- 
gy or the pressure to act impulsively 
in the midst of a crisis. 

When asked what evidence the 
government based its decision to 
centralize the province's health re- 
gions on, Alberta Health and Well- 
ness spokesperson Howard May re- 
plied: “I don’t know how to answer a 
question based on the word evidence. 
How can you have evidence of this 
working unless you have another 
province as a control group?” 

Swann’s sentiment are shared by 
the nonpartisan advocacy organiza- 
tion Friends of Medicare (FOM), 
which says the decision to centralize 
the health boards is not about good 
governance. Rather, by keeping the 
healthcare system disrupted and in 
disarray, the government is opening 
it up so that corporate business can 
take over. “I think there is an ulte- 
rior plan,.and that is to privatize,” 
says Ted Woynillowicz, president of 
FOM'’s Calgary chapter. “Our huge 
concern is that they've brought these 
people in who don’t have any back- 
ground in healthcare and they seem 
to be more about business and priva- 
tization.” 

The has 
the 127 recently pink-slipped board 


government replaced 
members with a transitional pro- 
vincial board made up of a chair 
and six members appointed by the 
minister of health and wellness 
Former Tory MP and insurance lob- 
byist Ken Hughes was appointed as 
interim chair, and Charlotte Robb, 
former CEO of Dynalife Diagnostics 
(formerly Dynacare Kasper Medical 
Laboratories), now sits as the new 
interim CEO. 

According to the Health Sciences 
Association of Alberta (HSAA), a 


union that represents 16,000 health 
professionals across Alberta, it may 
be too early to tell what is going 
to happen, but they do have some 
concerns about the restructuring. 
“There’s:a very heavy private sector 
representation on that board,” says 
HSAA president. Elisabeth Baller- 
mann. “Not only Ken Hughes and 


Charlotte Robb, but if you go down ~ 


the list pretty much everyone has a 
significant private-sector perspec- 
tive.” 


It's rofthe first time the HSAA has _ 


dealt with Robb. In 2006; the HSAA 
filed a complaint with the Alberta 
Labour Relations Board against Dy- 
nacare Kasper Medical Laboratories 
accusing the company of violat- 
ing its employees’ right to unionize 
while Charlotte Robb. was CEO of 
the company. “It’s interesting at the 
timeshe pleaded an unawareness of

to unionized labour relations,” says 
Ballermann. “Given that she brings 
no more knowledge, as far as | know, 
that does beg the question of how 
they intend to deal with their union- 
ized employees. At the same time, 
the chair of the board doesn’t do the 
day-to-day labour relations, but they 
certainly set the tone.” 

The key difference in this situation, 
says Ballermann, is that healthcare 
workers in the province are already 
unionized and well aware of their 
rights, and will not be easily intimi- 
dated—though there would be “grave 
concerns” should there be an abroga- 
tion of employees’ rights.

While the government and media 
often report on Alberta's spiraling 
healthcare costs, which currently sit 
at $13 billion a year, Woynillowicz 
says a decade and a half of neglect 
cutbacks, and hospital closures on 
top of tremendous growth in both 
population and inflation all but en 
sured the need for the government 
to pour billions into a starved health 
care system. “For all those years 
there's been no spending, and there's. 
actually been a reduction,” he says, 
“If you take a look at the per-capita 
costs; it has been remarkably steady 
for the last two decades, and they 
hayen't really grown that much.” 

“Both Swann and-FOM say that 
with nine different health regions

tization may lead to improved access 
in the short term, but it worsens ac 
cess, worsens quality, and costs more 
in the long term,” says Swann. “So 
they’re not listening to the world 
evidence, they're not creating their 
own local evidence. They seem to be 
following their ideology of ‘private is 
better than public’ on everything.” 

There is also concern that the re 
structuring process will add even 
more stress to healthcare providers at 
a time when many are already burnt 
out. A 2002 survey of 1,161 medi- 
cal students, residents, and working 
and retired physicians conducted 
by the University of Lethbridge, the 
Alberta Medical Association and Dr. 
G.N. Kiefer found nearly half (48.6 
per cent) were in an advanced phase 
of burnout. According to the same 
study, the average Canadian worker 
burnout rate is between 38 and 4? 
per cent. With the province's doctors 
and nurses stretched to their limit 
and hospitals are packed with pa 
tients, says Swann, all it would take 
is a flu epidemic to be the proverbial 
straw that breaks the camel's back 
“] think we're in a crisis headed fo! 
a catastrophe, really,” says Swant 
“We're already stretched to the limi! 
especially in our major centres.” 

Swann says the current structurt 
isn’t perfect, but it does allow {0 
those working on the frontlines the 
opportunity to bring forth their cot 
cerns to management.

The Student Pass Initiative won a quiet vic- 
tory against rigid bureaucratic school board 
thinking earlier this month. For over a year, 
the local group tried to convince Edmonton's 
Public and Catholic School Boards to extend 
the student bus pass to cover evening and 
weekend travel, but the boards would not be 
swayed, The province provides a subsidy to 
both boards and there were objections that 
the province shouldn't be paying for kids 

to go to the library on Saturday, and that it 
would be unfair to students who take the 
yellow school bus. 

ETS was on board from the start: it figures 
the move will increase ridership and encour- 
age public transit habits among Edmonton's 
next generation of passengers. In the end, 
the coalition of educators and students won 
over the school boards, and that’s a good 
thing for the city and students. Remember: 
more bums on public transit means fewer 
cars on the road. 
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Of all the curious and awkward quotes to 
come out of Health Minister Ron Liepert over 
the last week, this is one of the most non- 
sensical: "| think Albertans said on March the 
3rd, ‘We want change, we're sick and tired of 


| not being prepared to act on ensuring that 


we've got a health care system in the future 
that we can be proud of.” 

If Albertans voted for change, then 
why do we have yet another Progressive 
Conservative health minister talking about 
how messed-up the health care system is 
and how only private-sector thinking will 
save us? 

And what happened to Ed Stelmach's 
declaration “The Third Way is DOA"? 

Liepert is basing his changes on research 
done during the Klein-era discussions. As 
he said when he was selected as health 
minister, “There will be no more studies, no 
more commissions, no more round tables, It's 
time for action.” 





British Columbia is set to pass third-party 
advertising legislation in much the same 
spirit as Ed Stelmach's proposed election 
spending limits.

Capping donations to political parties is 
easily justifiable because of the inherent 
obligation it puts on elected individuals. 
However, third-party advertising doesn't 
carry that obligation baggage, and unduly 
restricting the ammount that citizens’ groups 
can spend on presenting issues to the 
public is patently undemocratic. Certainly,

IMPARTIAL AND MORALLY 
CONSISTENT IN THEIR 
RENUNCIATION OF VIOLENCE 





The world lost an eminent peace ac- 
tivist last week, 79-year-old Indian 
parliamentarian and 2005 Nobel 
Prize nominee Nirmala Deshpande 
It is a shame that Deshpande's life 
and her passing have gone largely 
unnoticed here. Her impartiality 
and moral consistency in address- 
ing the long conflict between India 
and Pakistan were honoured by the 
attendance of high-ranking officials 
from both governments at her re- 
cent funeral. North American peace 
activists could learn a great deal 
from this courageous woman, who 
steadfastly supported democracy, 
women's rights, and the victims of 
violence and oppression. 

Deshpande stands in sharp contast 
to peace activists and movements in 
Canada. Real peace activists don’t 
condone or excuse the violence of 
one side in a conflict, nor do they 
ignore human rights violations be- 
cause of political allegiances or a 
misplaced sense of belonging. And 
real peace activists promote mutual 
understanding and explicitly rec- 
ognize the legitimate aspirations of 
both sides in a political conflict. 

I couldn't help but reflect on this 
distinction as I read the Edmonton 
media coverage of My Name Is Ra- 
chel Corrie, a play based on the writ- 
ings of Rachel Corrie, a brave and 
passionate young woman killed by 
an Israeli bulldozer in Gaza in 2003. 
Corrie belonged to the International 
Solidarity Movement (ISM), whose 
members bill themselves as peace 
activists, and have a substantial Ca- 
nadian following. 

The ISM, however, is most em- 
phatically not a peace movement, 
but rather a partisan organization 
with specific political aims that have 
nothing to do with peace or nonvio- 
lence. It is, its website proclaims, “a 
Palestinian-led movement commit- 
ted to resisting the Israeli occupa- 
tion.” Nothing is inherently wrong 
with Canadians or anyone else join-

ing forces with Palestinians in the 
pursuit of a nationalist political goal 
but to call their quest one of “peace” 
does great violence to an already 
much-abused term 

The ISM refuses to unequivocally 
oppose Palestinian terrorism A 
statement on suicide bombing on its 
website turns into a maze of apolo- 
getic contortion, full of references 
to UN resolutions in support of re- 
sistance by any means necessary. 
And as much as | scour the website, 
I cannot find any mention of the op- 
pression of women or gays and les- 
bians by other Palestinians in the 
West Bank and Gaza, or even a word 
of opposition to the harassment and 
murder of local Christians. 

The same scenario holds true for 
the Christian Peacemaker Teams 
(CPT), included 
James Loney, the Canadian man held 
captive with three colleagues in Iraq 
by Muslim militants in the winter of 
2005-06. Loney and the other men 
were abducted, and one was killed, 


whose number 


despite their organization's vocal op- 
position to the U.S.-led forces’ pres- 
ence in Iraq and their overt personal 
displays of respect for Iraqi religious 
and national sensibilities. 

It was only upon Loney’s rescue 
by a special team of Canadian, Brit- 
ish, and U.S. forces that most of us 


learned he was gay and had a partner 
back home. Loney did not reveal his 
sexual orientation to his captors for 


fear of torture and execution. Yet the 
CPT did not condemn the hostage 
takers, nor did they take the oppor 
tunity to call for an end to Islamic 
fundamentalist violence against 
gays, Assyrians, and other oppressed 
minorities in Iraq—this despite the 
fact that the CPT claims to make the 
“undoing” of racism, sexism, and 
sexual harassment a priority 

And while the ISM, the CPT, and 
a host of other related organizations 
fight abuses by Canada, the United 
States, 


countries, they are conspicuously ab 


Israel, amd other Western 
sent on the ground in conflict zones 
currently producing significant ca- 
sualties. There is also not a single 
mention on the CPT website of the 
ongoing genocide in Darfur. 

CPT and organizations like it act 
against Western governments and 
militaries, which undermines their 
legitimacy. 

If one is truly opposed to violence 
in all its forms, then one must con- 
demn all its perpetrators equally. If 
activists choose to distinguish be- 
tween justified and unjustified vio- 
lence, one is no different from, say, a 
USS. president doing the same thing.

GUEST COLUMN PETER JOHNSTON 
GEOTHERMAL COULD SOLVE 
ALBERTA’S POWER AND EN- 
VIRONMENTAL WOES. SO WHY 
ISN'T ANYONE DISCUSSING IT? 





Editor's Note: Peter Johnston is the 
deputy leader of the Alberta Green 
Party and ran in the recent provin- 
cial election in Edmonton-Glenora.

Alberta has an energy resource that 
no one is talking about. 

It's not wind or’ solar energy, and 
it's certainly not dirty oilsands bitu- 
men. 

No, Alberta's ace in the hole is geo- 
thermal energy. 

The mountains on Alberta’s west- 
ern border provide the perfect condi- 
tions for the production of geother- 
mal energy, and could supply all our 


can be extracted to heat buildings. 

In the summer the system can 
be run in reverse, using the lower 
ground temperatures to cool build- 
ings instead of air conditioning. 

If the buildings are properly insu- 
lated, these smaller systems could 
virtually eliminate heating or air 
conditioning costs and greatly re- 
duce greenhouse gas emissions. 

There are over a million such in- 
stallations in the United States and 
about 40,000 in Canada. Such sys- 
tems can be retrofitted in existing 
buildings, allowing our towns and 
cities to progressively lower their 
carbon footprint for years to come. 

High temperature steam from 
much hotter formations at greater 
depths is another way of collecting 
energy. Typically the steam is then 
used to drive turbines, which power 
electricity generators. 

in order to reach rock formations 


unlike carbon capture, it’s a proven 
technology. The first geothermal] 
power plant was built in Italy in 1904 
and is still running. 

So why isn’t geothermal a big part 
of the energy discussion in here in 
Alberta? I think politicians and in 
dustry realize that the development 
of geothermal energy would requir: 
a profound change within the power 
industry. Much of the existing infra 
structure would become redundant 
and the industry, which has evolved 
to build and service it, would becom: 
redundant as well. That's a very 
powerful disincentive to developing 
geothermal power. 

Solar and wind power don't pose as 
great a threat because these technol- 
ogies can't provide enough energy to 
oust coal and oil. Geothermal power 
generation, on the other hand, is ca 
pable of entirely replacing the exist 
ing electricity industry.

provincial requirements, possibly 
with some surplus left over for ex- 
port. Alberta could eliminate coal 
energy and the strip mines that go 
along with it. We could even erase 
nuclear power from our future 
plans 

Here’s how it works. A few metres 
below the surface, the temperature 
remains stable throughout the year. 
Generally the ground temperature 
below two metres approximates the 
mean annual air temperature. By 
running several hundred metres of 
pipe underground with water circu- 


lating through it, enough warmth 


at sufficient temperatures, a kilome- 
tre-deep hole is drilled. The depth 
varies from one location to another 
depending on the geologic condi- 
tions, but depths of several kilome- 
tres are not uncommon. Some loca- 
tions are “dry” and require water to 
be injected down the hole to generate 
steam, which rises under pressure 
through a second hole to drive the 
turbines. In other instances, the rock 
already contains superheated water, 
which flashes into steam and shoots 
to the surface like a geyser. 
Geothermal energy provides emis- 
sion-free and constant power and, 


However, this profound change 
would take several decades to imple 
ment, even if maximum effort were 
applied. A slow switch would provide 
contractors with ample opportunity 
to find work within the new system 
especially in retrofit conversions. 

The provincial government should 
start a pilot geothermal project as 
soon as possible, and bring in legis 
lation favouring the development of 
geothermal energy over the further 
development of fossil fuel or nuclear 
energy. 

Or, at the very least, get people 
talking about it.

OUR COLUMNIST RETURNS 
FROM HALIFAX WITH AFEW 
POINTERS FOR EDMONTON 
DEVELOPMENT 





Hard to believe, given recent blazing 
temperatures, that two weeks ago | 
was standing ankle-deep in nature's 
cruel final paroxysm of winter—a 
freak blizzard that in one hour piled 
half a foot of snow onto a camp- 
ground in Sylvan Lake where | was 
working as a cook at a 10-day medi- 
tation course. Just goes to show that 
even in the most serene rustication, 
reality has a way of coming and find- 
ing you. 

Contemporary propaganda has it 
that alcohol and other drugs (pot, 
TV, shopping) are nothing more than 
escapes from reality—as though real- 
ity were intrinsically more noble— 
but I’m here to tell you that coming 
home from two weeks of cultivating 
inner stillness to news about Myan- 
mar’s cyclone (and its thoroughly 
despicable government's resistance 
to international aid), China's earth- 
quake, and Austrian monster-dad 
Josef Fritzl left me feeling like reality 
could go fuck itself. 


The logical solution upon glimps- 
ing reality was to run screaming in 
the other direction, into the welcom- 
ing arms of the city of my birth: 
beautiful, intermittently rainy Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia. Bereft as it is of 
professional sports franchises, you 
may not have much reason to think 
on Halifax. 

Perhaps you're aware of it through 
its two great historical explosions: 
the first the result of a collision be- 
tween French and Norwegian mu- 
nitions ships in its harbour in 1917; 
the second a pop-music confluence 
created mostly by young men with 
guitars who looked like they had just 
ransacked the boys’ department of 
Sears in 1979. (The former took the 
lives of more than 2,000 people and 
reduced much of Halifax's harbour- 
front to cinders and shattered glass; 
the latter led to me paying good 
money to watch Sloan—at the height 
of their popularity—stop their sold- 
out show at The Bronx in order to 
self-indulgently air-guitar along with 
Duran Duran’s Planet Earth, Fortu- 
nately no lives were lost that night in 
the Edmonton club, but a lot of Sloan 
albums turned up shortly thereafter 
in the alt-rock bins of the city’s finer 
second-hand music shops. ) 

Humble Halifax, however, with its 
population topping out just under 
400,000, feels more metropolitan 
in some ways than our own big, 
bluff boomtown. With more than 
250 years of history behind it, Nova 
Scotia’s capital may have a few les- 
sons to offer a big, bluff boomtown

like ours when it comes to quality of 
life. These observations are based 
on a superficial, somewhat muddled 
view of what the town has to offer, 
but I pass them along in the interest 
of greater east-west understanding: 


(1) Have a walkable downtown. 
Though €dmonton has 


made great strides with the opening 


recently 


of its first grocery store on Jasper Av- 
enue in decades, we still have a long 
way to go toward making downtown 
a desirable place to spent the non- 
business hours. A ritzy harbourfront 
might have something to do with 
it, but Halifax’s city centre actually 
seems as populous at night as it does 
during the day. Gentrified though 


it may be in some places, Halifax's 
downtown doesn’t merely resemble 
a shopping mall turned inside-out, 
and its grid of narrow, low-capacity 
roads seems to encourage people to 
walk along, rather than drive past, its 
colourful storefronts. 


(2) Have a sense of history. 

Halifax trumps our fair city by having 
a history that stretches back to the 
18th century, but, more importantly, 
Halifax manages to integrate histori- 
cal and contemporary development. 
There's some beautiful architecture 
alongside the gleaming glass towers 
and the feeling that they don't just 
use up one neighbourhood, turn all 
the heritage buildings into tourist at-

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tractions for old people, and move on 
to the next tract of land 


(3) Have entirely ornamental 
public amenities. 

There's no cycling allowed in Hali- 
fax’s gorgeous public gardens, no jog- 
ging within its wrought-iron-fenced, 
duck-and-tulip-intensive sprawl, 
no walking or lying on its bounding 
emerald lawns. Perhaps city plan- 
ners realized that if they ripped out 
all the trees and paved the park (a 
la Churchill Square or Beaver Hills 
Park), skateboarders and stunt BMX- 
ers would be sure to follow. 


(4) Admit you were wrong. 

In the late 1960s, Halifax evicted the 
residents of Africville, a predomi- 
nantly black community that had 
stood for more than 150 years, to 
make way for freeway development 
and a big bridge. Recently the provin- 
cial NDP and Mayor Pete Kelly have 
made some gestures toward apol- 
ogy and restitution for the displaced 
community and the history that was 
effaced by its dissolution. Can any- 
one think of a disenfranchised cul- 
tural group in Edmonton that might 
benefit from official recognition of 
their importance to local history? 


(5) For the love of God, some- 
one open a decent brewpub. 
The Granite Brewery, a quiet, atmo- 
spherically dank little watering hole 
operated by a family in downtown 
Halifax, offers six varieties of Brit- 
ish-style ale, unfiltered and cask- 
conditioned, brewed right on the 
premises. Certainly a city with Ed- 
monton’s discretionary wealth and 
pitiless thirst for suds could sustain 
a similar enterprise. Please? _

For example, the tomatoes and 
cucumber plants are probably 12 feet tall 
and you harvest them from the bottom to 
the top. So as the season progresses, you 
harvest them from the bottom and then 
lower the plants from the wires that they're 
suspended on. 

Why are the plants harvested from the 
bottom up? 

That's where they ripen first on the plant—on 
the bottom—and as the fruit ripens you pick 
them from the bottom first and then those 
above it ripen.

ARATHER RUSHED LUNCH AT 
PAZZO PAZZO

One of the reasons people frequently 
give for not going out for pasta is 
that you can make the same thing 
at home for a fraction of the cost. 
I'm not sure I totally agree with that 
truism—skill and quality of ingredi- 
ents go a long way to differentiating 
homemade spaghetti bolognese or 
linguine alla vongole from the prod- 
uct of a professional kitchen. 

On the other hand, sometimes it 
takes more than skill and quality in- 
gredients to make you feel like you 


| got your money's worth out of a res- 


taurant pasta meal. 

Take the example of a lone diner 
strolling into a downtown Italian res- 
taurant he’s never visited before at 
the tail end of his lunch hour. One 


| server directs him to select his own 
| table in the emptying dining room 


Then another server, seeing he’s by 
himself, sends him off to sit on the 
unpopulated lounge side with small, 
unset circular tables and bench 
seating. This puts him closer to the 


source of soaring Italian power bal- 


| lads wafting across the room. 


After that, however, the diner 


| seems to have the undivided atten- 
| tion of the server, who quickly ex- 


tracts his order from the terse bill of 
fare. He asks for the pasta and salad 
combo ($17), with fettucine arrabia- 
ta and mista salad. To her departing 
back, he also requests a glass of the 


house red, a Chilean cabernet sauvi- 
gnon ($8), 

The food arrives fast and huge—a 
big bowl of greens, a vast platter of 
fettucine in tomato sauce (to which 
the server thoughtfully adds fresh 
ground pepper and grated parme- 
san) and a sizable mini-loaf of bread 
divided into thick slices in a basket. 
The salad is leaf lettuce—dark on the 
edges from having been cut earlier in 
the day—doused with red wine vinai- 
grette and copiously equipped with 
wedges of tomato, some red onion, 
and exactly two quarter-moon slices 
of carrot. There's a lot of pepper- 
and-cheese-flecked dressing pooling 
at the bottom of the bowl—maybe he 
jokes to himself that he'll drink the 
rest of the salad if he has room at the 
end of the meal. 

The fettucine must be 
made—for one thing, it was ready 
way too quickly to have cooked from 
dry rigidity, and it has the squared- 
off edges, light colour, and firmness

The tomato-cream 
sauce, visibly rich and dappled with 
extra virgin olive oil, has been forti- 
fied with a few handfuls of chopped 
jalapeno pepper, indicating that it 
lives up to the name “arrabiata,” 
angry.”

which is Italian for “ If any- 
too angry and this hypothetical diner, 
predisposed as he is to spicy things, 
might wish that the occasional cen- 
timetre squares of roasted eggplant 
were as frequent as the fiery doses of 
capsicum to balance the spiciness. 
Once he's put as much of a dent as 
he can into the ocean of pasta and 
sauce and the zingy/soggy salad, our 


hero puts his plates aside and sets 
about some personal reflection and 
note-taking over recent events and 
conclusions about his own, if not 
the human, condition. Every time he 
looks up, his server seems to be eye- 
ing his proximity, her eyebrows hov- 
ering ever higher on her forehead. 

“So busy you can’t even stop work- 
ing over lunch hour, er whut?” she 
inquires at point 

As he jots and lingers over the glass 
of wine, he becomes increasingly 
aware that the server seems anxious 
When the glass is almost empty, she 
swoops in and clears it and the water 
glass she hasn't refilled through the 
course of the meal. The next time 
he looks up, she has her sunglasses 
perched on top of her head (her ex- 
pectant eyebrows hover nearby) and 
has hoisted her considerable handbag 
onto the counter, an unsubtle signal, 
perhaps, that her shift is nigh-over

and the restaurant about to close 
for the afternoon. An employee in 
an apron sits two tables away work 
ing over a big plate of food with his 
hands. The diner pays—according to 
the bill, if not the server, the arrabia 
ta comes with a $2 surcharge and the 
final total of $27 (plus tax and tip) 
seems a touch steep for what was not 
an extraordinarily elaborate meal 
for one—and rises to leave, eliciting _ 
a final reflexive “thanks” from the 
server, the sound of the needle on 
her tank of graciousness hitting € 

If this imaginary solo diner were to 
have such an experience at a restau 
rant like Pazzo Pazzo Italian Cuisine, 
a venue that's elicited rave reviews 
from online foodies, would that diner 
give the place another shot, or would 
he stick to other Italian restaurants 
where he feels like he gets better val- 
ue and more patient service? Alas, 
we may never know.

“I had a dream about the day that China took 
over,” says Mathangi “Maya” Arulpragasam, 
better known as M.I.A. “Everybody was getting 
shipped out on buses near this Chinese restau- 
rant. And in the back of the restaurant, there’s 
this secret world where everybody exchanges 
their value systems tor Chinese ones.” 

A publicist idles nearby to escort the London- 
born musician to a photo shoot she’s already late 
for. A barrage of interviews has laid waste to the 
day, despite the need to finalize details for her 
latest North American tour. At this moment, 
M.LA.’s music and career are just background 
noise—bigger thoughts demand her attention 
When asked about future projects, she casually 
responds, “I want to get into sustainable devel- 
opment.” 

The internationally acclaimed — superstar, 
whose eclectic mélange of world music, hip 
hop, and dance has helped shaped the current 
state of popular music, wants to draft economic 
and environmental policy. Sure, M.I.A. has al- 
ways been open about her politics. Her lyrics are 
steeped in populism and she inserts anti-Bush 
rhetoric into her live shows, but she wants to do 
something more refined 

“I’m trying to live by example,” she says. “I 
want to buy a piece of jungle, so if I want air, I 
can go there to breathe. That's my start, but I 
don’t know how to say that all in music.” 

M.LA. didn’t wake up from Cristal-induced 
dreams of a newly imperial China to start car- 
ing about the world. The daughter of a militant 
Tamil revolutionary who emigrated back to Lon- 
don with her mother and siblings during the Sri 
Lankan civil war, she still struggles with oppres- 
sion and injustice, from her past troubles enter- 
ing the U.S, to’events outside her new home in 
Brooklyn. 

“These cops beat the shit out of this black kid, 
and I filmed it,” she says. “I actually gave [the

recording] to the community leaders, but the 
cops kept leaving me messages about how I had 
the tape. And the American news is acting like 
nothing's going on.” 

M.LA. used to believe in hip hop as a force 
for change. It served as a solace for her grow 
ing up, a chance to connect her immigrant up 
bringing with the experience of black America 
in the 80s. Two decades later, even as hip hop 
becomes increasingly ubiquitous, M.I.A. is un 
sure of the music’s power, 

“I feel like I’m living in the debris of hip hop,” 
she says of her new home. “This is the neigh- 
bourhood where Biggie came from, Jay-Z and 
Lil’ Kim too. Hip hop hasn't evolved or helped 
anybody’s standard of life [here]. All those 
people who listened to hip hop 10 years ago are 
now broken people. Everybody just washed their 
hands of them. For 10 years, it's been this vacu- 
ous, get-the-money bullshit.” 

M.LA. is not just frustrated with hip hop, but 
the entire music business. She talks about a 
growing feeling of xenophobia that she sees as a 
visible minority and a female musician. Her big 
gest frustration, though, comes from the very 
people she made the music for. 

“T want to wait till this stupid fucking scene 
that I've had a hand in creating fucking moves 
on,” she says when the conversation turns to 
making another album. “I’m not making more 
music and feeding this stupid scene. I’ve been 
part of this whole do-it-yourself [aesthetic], 
which is great, but I also feel like I’ve given a lot 
of power to people who come from a privileged 
position and make music about nothing just to 
be famous. That's not what it’s supposed to be 
about. 

“In the four years I’ve given my life to music, 
10 per cent of the Tamil population has been 
wiped out,” she continues. “That's 500,000 
fucking deaths | can't live with, because in that 
time I could have done.something. I'm on the 
cover of a magazine, and all I want to do is open 
my mouth and say, ‘Look over there.’” 

The publicist comes on the line and signals the | 
end of our interview. M.I.A. has a photo shoot 
to go to, more interviews to do the next day, and 
tour details to finalize. The world and its prob- 
lems will have to wait just one more day.

Let me be the first to say it: Some- 
times,the 2006 solo album by Alex- 
isonfire guitarist-cum-solo-dynamo 
Dallas Green, is sure to be counted as 
a watershed moment for Canadian 
rock, Jeer away, but not since Neil 
Young bailed on Buffalo Springfield 
to go it alone, not since Leonard 
Cohen released Songs of Love and 
Hate, has a solo artist commanded 
such admiration from a young Ca- 
nadian crowd with his lovelorn vibes 
and virtuosic talent. 

After his relentless touring and re- 
cording schedule, you’d think the 27- 
year-old St, Catherines native of St. 
Catharines, Ontario might want to 
take a long rest, and though he does 
make time (he tells me) for the odd 
afternoon screening of Bill & Ted's 
Excellent Adventure, the temptation 


to keep moving forward is simply 
too great to resist. “Two days ago I 
mowed my lawn,” laughs Green. 
“That was pretty cool, pretty differ- 
ent from touring. 1 don't really take a 
break that often; | don’t see the need 
to, you know? If I’m taking a break, 
I’m usually just sitting in my house 
playing guitar, so | might as well be 
out playing songs for people.” 

This intimate quality carries over 
into Green's live show. His solo rep- 
ertoire (which consists of Some- 
times and the recently released Bring 
Me Your Love) is a roomy concoc- 
tion of intricate guitars and Green's 
much-talked-about vocal style: a 
pitch-perfect, punk-meets-folk yawp 
that matches the pared-down sound. 
Heck, he even plays in stocking feet 
the odd time—and faithful fans have 
been cramming into sold-out soft- 
seat amphitheatres night after night 
just to be part of it. 

“I think doing them in the theatre 
makes them more intimate,” Green 
says, emphasizing the difference 
from Alexisonfire’s hardcore vibe. 
“Alexis shows are supposed to be 
these crazy, sweaty, energetic, hour-

us back then have grown up with us. 
A lot of people obviously move on, 
but that's the way music goes, Some 
people just don’t stay with bands for 
their entire career and that’s fine. I’m 
the same way. I don’t think we ever 
expected everyone in the world to 
like what we're doing, because we 
definitely don't like everything we 
hear, It's cool that we've been around 
seven years and we feel like we still 
matter.” 

For Green, the key to longevity has 
been the unabashed nothing-is-sa- 
cred honesty of his songwriting, His 
personal accounts of lovers, friends, 
family, and influential figures (like 
the baleful Sometimes: ballad “Sam 
Malone”—a nod to the Cheers anti- 
hero) are the product of a predisposi- 
tion for sweet, solemn life stories. 

“| just write in that personal vein,” 
he says. “I can’t help it. It's always 
nerve-wracking because you never 
know if someone is going to be able 
to relate to a song that’s just about 
something that's bothering you. I 
could take a more generic approach 
and write a song that I know people 


would maybe get, but I just don’t do 
that. I honestly just put a lot of pres 
sure on myself because I just want to 
be better every time | write a song.” 

But it's not all angst for Green—in 
fact, things have never been better 
He plans to continue touring through 
the summer, and polish off the new 
Alexisonfire album for release this 
time next year. He has little to say 
beyond that—he hates talking about 
himself, as he reminds me several 
times—and so we shift gears back t: 
movies, this time Wayne's World. | 
note the 2006 Edmonton gig where 
to break the ice with the audience 
Green re-enacted Mike Myers’ fa 
mous “no stairway” scene. Oddly 
enough, he remembers. 

“I would hate if the entire show 
was just me sitting there singing 
these really sad, heavy songs and 
there'd be no break in between,” he 
says. “That's why I try to keep it fun 
and intimate, | tell stories about m« 
tripping over something, so there 
can be some laughter as well. 

“T like to just make a fool of mysel! 
I take my music very seriously, but | 
don't take myself very seriously.”

As a founding member of both At 
The Drive-In and Sparta (the less- 
acknowledged of ATDI's post-split 
offshoot bands) Jim Ward is a de 
facto post-hardcore hero. Why in 
the world, then, would he turn to the 
deep, dark realm of country music? 
Certainly not because he’s attracted 
to Kenny Chesney's sleeveless esca- 
pades and the “Ford Tough”-ness of 
it all-those he can do without. 

“It's definitely the timelessness 
of it,” Ward says. “I'm not a fan of 
commercial pop country at all—I 
think that’s just bad pop music. Clas- 
sic country, great country—that's 
the stuff that I love. And I love the 
combination of country and rock or 
country and indie rock—whatever 
this is coming out of me. It's just en- 
joyable.” 

Whatever is coming out isn’t your 
typical country, new or old. The 
songs Ward first meandered through 
during soundchecks in early 2001 (on 
what would be At The Drive-in’s last 
tour) grew from an admiration for 
acts like Dallas rockers The Old 97's, 
The Flying Burrito Brothers, and 
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Car Themes | Following At The Drive-In, Sleepercar is Jim Ward's latest automotive-themed musical incamation. PHOTO SUPPLIED 


Gram Parsons. The sound filtered 
its way into Ward's hardcore sensi- 
bilities and the result was a growing 
collection of strangely subdued, al- 
ternative-tinged country jams. 

Ward certainly didn't rush to the 
task of delivering his new project; he 
continued touring with Sparta and 
continually shelved the untitled proj- 
ect time and again for close to seven 
years. Sleepercar went through sev-

And frankly, West Texas was worth 
the wait: the album bends lap-steel 
bawlers like “Fences Down” around 
the country-stamped breakdowns 
of songs like “A Broken Promise.” 
Top it off with the layered melodies’ 
and rolling snares of “Wednesday 
Nights,” and you’ve got a very cool 
pairing; a lot like being strung out...

Dora Hristova, the artistic director 
of Le Mystére des Voix Bulgares, 
and who sounds as much in awe of 

' them as any of their listeners. “It 
is guttural and loud and there are 
very bright sounds as well. There 
are exclamations and then there is 
sweet birdsong. The singing can be 
monophonic or diphonic with many 
different voices that don’t resemble 

"each other. My role of conductor is 
to try and level them.” 


The choir was formed in 1952 
mainly for radio and television per- 
formances at home. (They originally 
billed themselves as The Bulgarian 
State Radio and Television Female 
Vocal Choir.) Swiss ethnomusicolo- 
gist and record producer Marcel Cel- 
lier fell in love with their sound after 
hearing a worn-out cassette of their 
older recordings, and released an an 
thology of their best work on his tiny 
little Swiss label in 1975, In a market- 
ing masterstroke, he gave the album 
the evocative title Le Mystére Des 
Voix Bulgares 

The album slowly gained a cult 
following, especially among those 
interested in drone and minimal 
music, and was re-released song for 
song on indie label 4AD in 1: and 
then again in 1987 on Nonesuch (the 
home of all things oddball). Their 
international reputation grew from

If Le Mystére’s haunting harmo 
nies sound a little alien to neophyte 
ears, perhaps it's because it's so au 
thentic and uncompromised: the 
group presents Bulgarian folklore 
that has been around for hundre 
of years singers are born with 
the voices and then are trained to de- 
velop very strong muscles in the lar- 
ynx,” says Hristova.

If you sell one of your songs to Volkswagen 
for a car commercial, does that mean 
you've sold out? According to Jon & Roy, 
the equation isn’t quite that simple. 

“What happened basically is our 
manager submitted our new disc to a few 
companies,” explains Jon Middleton, the 
voice behind the Victoria-based duo. “We 
got word that we were on a shortlist for 
Volkswagen, and our manager let us know 
that we were in the top five, and then a 
week later we got the gig.” 

You'd think the decision might alienate 
the duo's alternative-minded listeners. But 
according to Middleton, if their fans and 
colleagues are feeling any contempt, they 
haven't sensed it. Perhaps they recognize 
that commercial success isn't an isolated 
phenomenon: if one band rises, somnetimes 
their contemporaries in the same city grab 
a nold of their dangling feet. 

Or perhaps they simply realize that the 
economics of the music business have 
changed. “Everyone in Victoria is really 
stoked,” Middleton says. “There's no hate 
mail or anything like that. | would say 
once you're developed as an artist and 
you actually have a career, then the act of 
using your music for advertising is a bit of a 
money-grab situation. 

“But at this point, when we're struggling 
to make a living, there isn't really a down- 

side to having different ways of making 
some revenue. Initially | was very against 
it but I've grown to understand the fact 
that we need to get some revenue flowing 
in order to get our careers to the point 
where we don’t need to sell our music to 
advertising.” 

So let's get this straight: by “selling out,” 
Jon & Ray may now be able to act more 
independently? Sounds crazy, but it could 
be true: thanks to Volkswagen, the pair 
might even be able to quit their day jobs 
and make a living on the road.

All Canadian musicians strive to 
break into the finicky American mar- 
ket.

On to more important things, I’ve 
been talking at length in this column 
about the scrape between hope- 
ful blues station DAWG FM and 
CKUA, the latter which forwarded 
an intervention notice to the CRTC 
in opposition to the competition's 
application to exist in our city. Local 
blues activist Jeremy Loome de- 
scribed some email conversations in 
which he and CKUA’s Ken Regan 
came to an understanding of sorts. 

“After a few emails, both sides 
agreed” said Loome—which I took 
as a general nod rather than proof 
of any official decision by CKUA 
to “sell,” ie., syndicate, its six hours 
of blues programming a week to the 
new station—or back down from its 
oppositional stance. 

Let me say, I could have been 
more diligent and apologize. Don't 
forget I'm more proudly gonzo than 
journalist. Here's Regan's response: 
“What' was incorrect in the piece in 
questiou, were Jeremy's assertions 
that CKUA was gong to ‘sell’ Cam 
Hayden and Holger Petersen's 
programs to the new blues station 
and that we were going to withdraw 
or significantly modify our interven- 
tion because of this arrangement. 

“CKUA can't sell those programs 
because we don't own them. Cam 
and Holger own them. CKUA buys 
them from Cam and Holger. The

gent Design, they've kept busy play- 
ing shows and have begun planning 
their next album. Nato has recently 
done some outside work, producing 
two songs that appear on Afterparty 
Babies, the latest from friend and 
fellow Edmonton artist Rollie Pem- 
berton, known to the masses as Ca- 
dence Weapon. 

“Well, one and a half,” Nato clari- 
fies, referencing the Afterparty Ba- 
bies opener “Do I Miss My Friends?” 
“I don’t know exactly what I did on 
that one, but I was there, and [Weap- 
on] told me he was going to give me 
co-production credit.” 

But “Your Hair's Not Clothes!,” is 


definitely his. “I showed the track to 
him and he started dancing around 
like Rollie does, and he said, “Yeah, 
that's the one.’ I finished it off and 
then he wrote to it. I was crossing my 
fingers that it would actually make 
the album, because I did one for the 
previous album [2005's Breaking 
Kayfabe] that got cut—which no one 
will ever hear.” 

Not even if Nato or Weapon leak 
the track on the internet? “I can't,” 
laughs Nato. “We already made a 
pact that we won't.” 

Touch and Nato will be perform- 
ing this Saturday at Hip-Hop in the 
Park, a free eight-hour music festival 
organized by Don Welsh celebrat- 
ing hip-hop culture. The afternoon 
will feature performances by more 
than 50 hip-hop artists from both 
Edmonton and Calgary. The all-ages 
outdoor event harks back to the New 
York neighbourhood block parties of 
the late ’80s. 

“That's what we need,” Touch 
enthuses. “Most of the stuff in the 
summer is just a bunch of people 
that know each other getting togeth- 
er, nothing really organized. It's sum- 














mer-—let's get it going!” 





only way we could sell them is with 
Cam and Holger’s permission and 
so far we haven't even discussed 
the idea. Moreover, there's been no 
suggestion by the applicants that 
they're even interested in buying the 
shows. What I did tell Jeremy is that 
I would be more than happy to talk 
to the people at Skywords Ine. about 
CKUA’s concerns and their applica- 
tion, to see if there was some way to 
address everyone's interests and that 
‘if’ we were able to do so, I’d be hap- 
py to modify CKUA's intervention to 
reflect that.” 

Regan’s concern with DAWG, in his 
own words; “What I do worry about 
is private radio's ability to spend mil- 
lions on promotion of their product 
over CKUA', particularly at a time 
in the radio industry when audience 
fragmentation and audience loss 
is greater than ever in our history. 
CKUA is simply unable to compete 
with that kind of marketing and ‘if’ 
that results in a loss of audience for 
CKUA, it will translate into a loss 
of revenue, and that will translate 
into a potential loss of stability for 
CKUA, and that could translate into 
a potential loss of CKUA altogether 
if the trend were allowed to continue 
unchallenged.” 

It should be noted CKUA has a 
number of inherent restrictions to 
fight with, including the amount of 
advertising they can sell—a quarter, 
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tops, of what private radio can shill- 
and, unlike CBC, doesn’t get or want 
government funding, according to 
Regan. CKUA is, of course, largely 
privately funded by its incredibly lo- 
cal listeners. 

In its response to CKUA’s inter- 
vention, Frank Torres breaks some 
of these numbers down, suggesting 
that even if DAWG could take away 
half of CKUA’s blues advertising rev- 
enue, that would amount to just over 
$13,000 annually. But as Regan says, 
“a loss,” as in, any loss. Both this re- 
sponse and the original intervention 
can be found at tinyurl.com/4tz2u5. 
It’s fascinating reading.

Though you might be more familiar 
with Wade MacNeil as the guitar- 
ist from Alexisonfire, he’s currently 
riding the coattails of Dallas Green's 
City & Colour tour with his very own 
solo folk/punk project, Black Lungs. 

MacNeil is from St. Catherines, 
Ontario, which isn’t known as a par- 
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ticularly rough town. Whereas Brix- 
ton, South London is quite a rough 
neighbourhood. And that’s where 
MacNeil found himself last Novem- 
ber during a tour with Alexisonfire 

“We were playing the Brixton 
Academy in London, which is really 
a legendary place to play in England,” 
MacNeil explains. “It was kind of a 
milestone to be headlining in a place 
like that in that country. There's a lot 
of history in the building. 

“It’s in Brixton, which is kind of 
a West Indies community, and it’s a 
really, really rough area of town: the 
first time when we were over there, 
doing a support tour, I was walking 
out of a pub with a friend of mine 
and we saw a guy get thrown through 
a plate glass bank window, and when 
the guy stumbled out of the place, 
completely lacerated to hell, he pret- 
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ty much got his head kicked in.” 
The small-town Ontarian wasn't 
used to such sights. "When you're 
coming to place like that for the 
first time,” he says, “it, well, kind 
of scared me. You know, there’s no, 
ah, ‘Brixton’ of St 
True enough. Hardcore music is one

Be- 
bop Cortez rocked a ballsy set of dance 
metal, which included a cover of Iron 
Maiden’s “The Trooper” that ended the 
show and left the crowd headbanging 
into the summer night.

City Streets gave Edmonton an object 
lesson in life-affirming music-making 
last Sunday at The Black Dog—they 
were back from a month-long trek across 
North America—and frothing at the 





mouth. Feeding off the energy of the the 
sardine-packed hometown crowd, The

Barring any unexpected May bliz- 
zards, summer has arrived in E€d- 
monton. The signs are all around us: 
Slurpee cups are piling up in the gut- 
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ters, bar patios are occupied by more 
than the usual gang of banished 
smokers, and people are wearing less 
and less clothing to varying degrees 
of aesthetic success 

For me, though, the approach of 
summer brings with it a lingering 
sense of injustice. After all, it wasn’t 
all that long ago that I would have 


been getting out of school for the 
st.mmer, worried only about catch- 
ing my final report card from the 
mailbox before my parents could, 
and figuring out how | was going to 
spend the my two months of free- 
dom 

Growing up in deepest, darkest, 


pre-population-boom —_ Millwoods, 


there wasn’t a whole lot to occupy 
a kid’s time. There were a lot of 
schools, lots of soccer fields, and lots 
of as-yet-unoccupied houses. That 
was pretty much it. 

And in early ’80s Millwoods, there 
were a lot of kids with a set of work- 
ing parents. Just about every kid I 
knew had housekeys tied around his 


or her neck with a shoelace. With 
limited parental supervision, we had 
to fend for our own entertainment 
Some kids enjoyed sports, while oth- 
ers would occupy themselves with 
lame summer clubs, but organized 
activities were never my bag. 

Me? I loved watching movies. Vid- 
eotapes were just becoming be the 
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big thing, and I couldn't get enough 
of them. At the time, the selection at 
our local movie store was very lim- 
ited, so I'd have to rely on my corner 
(not-so) convenience store, the Red 
Rooster... or as we lovingly referred 
to it, the Red Rip-Off. 

To call the Rip-Off’s movie selec- 
tion sparse would be putting it kind- 
ly. They had about nine movies for 
rent, all of which I would watch in 
a steady rotation. It was a big part 
of my summer routine. Some days 
| wouldn’t even watch my rental, 
but God-help me if, for the briefest 
of seconds, I felt (cue scary DUM- 
DUM-DUM!) bored. So just about 
every day, I'd spend my scrounged 
dollar on a video. This would be my 
routine for a couple of summers: 
roll out of bed, eat some cereal, take 
a bike ride around the neighbour- 
hood to check on my various half- 
built forts or half-destroyed anthills, 
and head to the Red Rip-Off for my 
movie. i. 

One morning as I entered the store, 
something was different. The video 
shelf seemed a little more cluttered 
than usual. As if a new movie had 
been added to the collection. 

No. It couldn't be. 

It took a second for my eyes to 


find, scared that the clerk would find 
some reason to snatch it away from 
me. (“Oh, you're not supposed to 
have that.”) 

But she didn’t, and merely gave 
me the normal eyeroll | had come to 
expect. She might have said some- 
thing about how I should be spend- 
ing my days outside, or how the crap 
I watched would rot my brain, but 
it was all pops and squeaks to me at 
this point. 1 wanted my Rambo, and 
for 99 cents, he was all mine... well, 
for a day, at least. 

But that day soon became a week, 
and that week stretched on and on 
throughout the summer. | was rent- 
ing First Blood over and over, return- 
ing it every morning and then imme- 
diately shelling out for it again. I may 
have been single-handedly support- 
ing the Rip-Off’s video rental divi- 
sion, but my love for mindless action 
movies had been awakened. First 
Blood had it all. One man versus the 
world, fighting a war he didn’t start. 
Abandoned. Forced to survive on his 
own, his mind and his knife the only 
weapons he needed. 

There was something about his 
plight that spoke to me, a geeky, 
overimaginative, undersupervised, 
sometimes bullied 10-year-old with a

adjust and a second longer for my 
little mind to process this exciting 
new information. On the shelf, right 
between The Hotel New Hampshire 
and Clan of the Cave Bear (both of 
which I rented with disturbing fre- 
quency), stood a cover for a video 
I'd never seen there before—and 
attached to the corner of it was a 
bright green clip announcing “NEW 
RELEASE.” 

My hands shook a little as I picked 
itup, I didn't recognize the title—First 
Blood—but 1 recognized the picture 
of a dead-eyed Sylvester Stallone, 
barely visible through the trees and 
brush, muscles rippling, Bowie knife 
glistening. That year, its sequel, 
Rambo: First Blood Part II, had hit 
theatres and was insanely popular. 
| was a couple years too young to 
See it, and it would be years before 
it would come to the Rip-Off’s video 
shelf. I quickly turned the movie box 
over in my hands, not really reading 
the synopsis as much as savouring 
it-hypnotized by words like- “re- 
venge,” “destruction,” and “one man 
army.” These magical words con- 
firmed what my heart already knew: 
‘had discovered the secret (at least 
‘o me) prequel to Rambo. 

Traced to the counter with my new 


newfound love for needless violence, 
explosions and... You know, now that 
I'm thinking about all of this, I’m re- 
alizing my life could have turned out 
a lot differently! 

There was a little forest behind my 
house—although calling it a forest 
might be too generous. It would be 
more accurate to say there was a tiny 
cluster of a half-dozen pine trees that 
the neighbourhood cats used to crap 
under. That was my battleground, 
and there I was Rambo. No, I was 
HAMBO! I spent entire days set- 
ting up booby traps—laying tripwires 
made from stolen skipping ropes and 
sharpening twigs for Punji traps | 
intended to build. I would sit in the 
bushes, laying in wait for invisible 
enemies. Playing Rambo is some- 
thing I did, for the most part, by 
myself. (It was pretty tough trying 
to convince other kids to pretend to 
be Brian Dennehy.) But I didn’t mind 
that my adventures were so solitary— 
I was a self-sufficient instrument of 
destruction... well, at least until I was 
called in for supper. 

One day, after my now-custom- 
ary morning routine of dressing in 
camouflage and affixing my prized 
plastic Bowie knife (the one with the 
removable compass in the handle)

to my belt, | raced on my bike to the 
battleground, mentally planning that 
day’s maneuvers. As | approached 
the belt of trees, I saw something 
that stopped me dead in my tracks. 
Surrounding the little cluster of 
pines was now a four-foot chainlink 
fence and, ominously parked off to 
one side, a bulldozer. 

My heart leapt into my throat. The 
bad guys had found my secret base! 
1 watched in horror as over the next 
couple of months, they flattened my 
patch of trees, poured asphalt on top 
of them, and eventually, on top of 
that, built a shiny new 7-11, A terri- 


ble, yet inevitable domino effect had 
been set in motion 

The new 7-11 caused the closure 
of my beloved Red Rip-Off, which 
went through a variety of facelifts. 
For a while it was a patronless fish- 
and-chips joint, later a patronless 
poolhall/hair salon (called Cues & 
Curls), until finally God intervened 
and turned it into a church, which | 
will forever think of as Our Lady of 
the Red Rip-Off. More importantly, 
my forest was gone. My little pretend 
war had been fought and lost, and | 
wasn't even allowed to play. Progress 
sucks like that. 


At the end of First Blood, Rambo 
winds up back in the custody of his 
caretaker, Colonel Trautman. At 
the end of my First Blood summer, 
I wound. up back in the custody of 
the Edmonton public school system 
From the window of Mr. Foreman’s 
classroom, | could see my old battle- 
ground, which was now a parking 
lot. I'd sit there and stare at it, think 
ing about all the tiger traps I had set 
just below the surface. 

I type this, looking out my widow 
at a beautiful day. Summer must be 
here; I'm starting to get that ripped 
off feeling.

Son of Rambow takes a hilariously 
offbeat and touching look back at the 
1980s through the eyes of a couple 
of British kids. When sixth-grade 
bad boy Lee Carter (Will Poulter) 
catches a screening of First Blood 
at the local cinema, the onscreen 
carnage wakes something inside 
him. He emerges from the movie a 
changed man: Lee Carter wants to 
make movies. 

With a Handicam pilfered from

his bully older brother, Lee takes 
it upon himself to continue the ad- 
ventures of the tortured Vietnam vet 
John Rambo. He finds an unlikely 
ally in the resident weird kid, Will 
Proudfoot (Bill Milner), drafting 
him into service as his movie's lead 
actor/stuntman. Will has grown up 
in a religious household so restric- 
tive they don’t even allow him to see 
movies, but under Lee’s tutelage, his 
overactive imagination blossoms. 
Before long, he’s guiding the movie 
into some crazy, un-Rambo like 
territory (including a scene with a 
hang-gliding plastic golden retriev- 
er). It's not long before the whole 
school wants in on the action too, 
including the _ too-cool-for-English 
French exchange student Didier 
(played to nouveau-cool perfection 
by Jules Sitruk). 





As with most showbiz stories, 
success and popularity bring com- 
plications. As more and more of 
the creative process is taken away 
from them, Lee and Will find they 
aren't having as much fun as when 
they started. Personality conflicts 
bring delays: Creative differences 
emerge and threaten to destroy not 
only the movie, but their friendship 
as well. 

A hit at Sundance two years ago, 
Son of Rambow is one of those poi- 
gnant, slightly off-centre, working-

well. It's touching while staying reso- 
lutely kooky, heartwarming with- 
out ever straying into sap.

Hagar Shipley is not happy. Her son 
Marvin and daughter-in-law Do- 
ris—living embodiments of the dull, 
obedient, bourgeois respectability 
she’s spent her whole life chafing 
against—have taken her to visit the 
nursing home where they’re think- 
ing of placing her. 

It's a cheery enough place, but in 
her contrarian way, the sheer cheeri- 
ness of it all rubs Hagar the wrong 
way. She has a great line when the 
“tour guide” shows. the Shipleys 
the dining area, and points out the 
flowers on the tables and the large 
windows allow sunshine to stream 
into the room while everyone is 
eating. But all Hagar can see are the 
rows and rows of regimented tables: 
“| don’t know,” she mutters unhap- 
pily as she shuffles through the 
room. “I never much cared for army 
life.” 

That joke—a sardonic line worthy 
of Philip Marlowe—sails right over 
everyone's head, which only makes 
Hagar seem even cooler. One of the 
best things about The Stone An- 
gel, writer/director Kari Skogland’s 
adaptation of Margaret Laurence’s 
CanLit classic, is its refusal to con- 
descend to the experience of growing 
old and helpless. They never reduce 
Hagar (beautifully played by Ellen 
Burstyn) to being merely “feisty” or 
“crotchety” or any of those other be- 
littling adjectives we like to apply to 
old people. Hagar's not “feisty”; she’s 





sharp and funny. She's not “crotch- 
ety”; she’s angry and frightened. And 
those personality traits don’t exist 
in isolation; they’re the result of a 
whole lifetime of decisions, some 
wise, some foolhardy. 

For a supposedly “beloved” Cana- 
dian novel, The Stone Angel seems 
to generate an unusual amount of 
hostility—mostly, I suspect, from 
guys who were assigned the book 
in high school and who still resent 
having been forced to experience an 
entire story from a female point of 
view. I’m not sure what the problem 
is, though; Hagar’s the furthest thing 
from some drippy, passive hero- 
ine. As a long-limbed prairie beauty 
(played in flashbacks by Christine

Horne), she's unconventional enough 
to be attracted to the low-class Bram 
(Cole Hauser) and willing even to 
defy her prosperous Scottish father 
by marrying him. She even smokes 
the occasional joint. 

But she's also got her blind spots: 
she’s genuinely shocked when her 
father cuts her out of his will, and 
as a mother, she blatantly favours 
her younger, wilder son John over 
the more dutiful Marvin. Hagar's fa- 
mous “pride”—the subject of count 
less high-school essays—is nicely 
dramatized here: when Hagar, now 
forced to work as a maid, humbly 
asks her boss for some time off or 
visits former childhood friends in 
their much nicer homes, you can see 


how painful it is for this woman to be 
reminded of how far she has fallen 
socially 

Thankfully, screen- 
play jettisons pretty much all of the 
heavy-handed symbols and Biblical 
allusions that weighed down Lau- 
rence's book and turns the film into 
more of a character study. It's a very 
smart adaptation; there’s a stretch 
in the film’s middle third where you 
can feel Skogland having to com- 
press a lot of incidents from the nov- 
el into a limited amount of screen 
time, but she takes care to make 
sure even these short scenes have 
enough texture—a small acting mo- 
ment, a memorable image—to keep 
you from feeling she’s just glossing

over them. 

That's not what the National Post 
or The Globe & Mail think, though; 
reviewers from both papers found 
the film to be well-made but a little 
bit sprawling and more than a little 
dull. Am | taking crazy pills here? 
The Stone Angel may not be flashy, 
but as a citizen of the prairies, when 
I see those Toronto critics shrugging 
their shoulders at a film with this 
level of intelligence and old-fash- 
ioned craftsmanship while praising 
a crushingly dull, cinematically inert 
CanLit adaptation like Fugitive Piec- 
es, I can feel my regional pride flar- 
ing up. And don’t you dare call me 
crotchety, either—no, I’m downright 
angry!

In Indiana Jones and the Kingdom 
of the Crystal Skull, everyone's fa- 
vourite whip-wielding archaeologist 
battles Communists, dodges thou- 
sands of poison darts and machine- 
gun bullets, and even withstands 
an atomic bomb blast as he goes in 
search of a fabled city made of gold 
But with this new adventure, Steven 
Spielberg, George Lucas, and. Harri- 
son Ford are hoping to capture some- 
thing even more elusive: the magic 
of a beloved series that has been in- 
active for nearly two decades 

Many of the hallmarks of the In- 
diana Jones are here: a thick red line 
still traces Indy's travels zround the 
globe; every ancient building Indy 
visits is still filled with gigantic stone 
pillars that rumble in and out-of 
their hiding places; and Indy has lost 
none of his propensity for hopping 
into moving vehicles and punching 
out whoever's behind the steering 
wheel 

But not everything has remained 
unchanged: the Communists, not the 
Nazis, are the bad guys now (they're 
led by Cate Blanchett's androgynous 
villainess Irina Spalko); McCarthy- 
ite goons are questioning Indy’s. pa- 
triotism; and Indy must put up with 
a young, motorcycle-riding tagalong 
named Mutt (Shia LeBeouf). 

Do all the elements snap neatly 
into place, like the headpiece on the 
Staff of Ra? Or are Spielberg & Co 
too old for this game, no longer able 
to outrun the gigantic boulder of au- 
dierice expectations? SEE film editor 
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Paul Matwychuk and TV columnist 
Nicola Simpson Khullar (the daugh- 
ter of an archaeologist, no less!) sat 
down after an advance screening to 
compare reactions. 


Paul Matwychuk: What were you 
were hoping for from this movie? 
What did you want it to deliver? 

Nicola Simpson Khullar: | guess 
1 was hoping for the magic. It's a 
franchise that’s supposedly based on 
action and one-liners, but with this 
one, | found that what magic there 
was comes from the music. The 
only times | felt really connected to 
it emotionally were when John Wil 
liams did his thing and those famil 
iar themes would come up. 


citing. So 1 completely changed my 
attitude—I was really looking for- 
ward to getting sucked into another 
rousing adventure. 

NSK: So what happened? 

PM: Well, | think the movie starts 
out well and has a lot of fun with 
the '50Os setting. But once the story 
heads into the Peruvian jungle, it re- 
ally starts to fall apart. None of the 
characters’ motivations are very 
compelling, the Ray Winstone char- 
acter isn't very interesting—the first 
time Ray Winstone has ever played 
the least interesting person in a 
movie!—and the action scenes just 
seem a lot more rote 

NSK: And there was definitely 
too much action at the expense of 


NSK: But the action is so choreo- 


graphed-it’s all too perfect. I was 
also distracted by some of the con- 
spicuous greenscreening, especially 
in the scenes where Karen Allen is 
driving through the jungle. And that 
sequence in the cemetery looks re- 
ally stagebound. I just don’t expect 
Spielberg to be lazy in that way. 

PM: Were you surprised that they 
didn’t make Indy’s age more of an is- 
sue? There are a couple of winking 
lines of dialogue at the start of the 
movie about how he’s not as young 
as he used to be, but it never be- 
comes part of the stakes in the action 
scenes that he doesn’t have the phys- 
ical stamina or agility that he used to 
have. It seems like there could have

PM: Myself, I have to admit, | 
wasn't all that interested in this 
movie when it was announced. The 
whole idea of returning to the well 
again after all these years just bored 
me. Harrison Ford just seemed past 
his prime, he hasn't given a really 
dynamic, engaged movie  perfor- 
mance in ages— 

NSK: You don't count Hollywood 
Homicide? 

PM: Afraid not, and I was about 
as interested in seeing him banter 
with Shia LeBeouf as I was in seeing 
him paired up with Josh Hartnett 
But then a funny thing happened: | 
remembered seeing Raiders of the 
Lost Ark when I was 12—the perfect 
age for it!—and | realized how long 
it's been since I’ve had that kind of 
enthralling moviegoing experience 
Maybe Spielberg could pull it off 
again! And suddenly, the idea of sit 
ting in a movie theatre as the lights 
went down and that Indy theme 
music started up sounded really ex- 


the characterizations. Once they get 
into the jungle, there are plot holes 
big enough to drive any of those 
trucks through. I mean, at one point, 
they're driving through the jungle 
with this massive clearcutter cre- 
ating a path through the trees, but 
then the clearcutter is taken out of 
commission and when the big chase 
scene starts, they've somehow got 
miles of perfectly clear path in front 
of them. It's like the end of Speed, 
where you just go, “Oh my God, will 
you just end this chase already!” 
PM: Well, L will say that I appreci 

ated the fact that Spielberg is one of 
the few remaining directors who still 
takes the time to put together a co- 
herent action sequence. You actually 
know where everybody is in relation 
to each other, the editing is crisp and 
clean, and the shots give you all the 
narrative information you need with 
a minimum of fuss. Michael Kahn, 
Spielberg's editor, is just a genius at 
this stuff. 


been a lot more tension in the movie 
if Indy had to rely on Mutt—this kid 
whom he doesn't entirely respect—to 
do some of the physical stuff. 

NSK: One of the best scenes in 
the original Raiders is when Marion 
nurses his wounds. He's really taken 
a licking by that scene—he can barely 
move! In this movie, Indy takes way 
more punches, but he doesn’t wince 
or limp at all. And he's 20 years old- 
er! You’d think at one point a hit to 
the chin would break his dentures. 
Indy’s lost a lot of the ordinary-guy 
appeal that he had in Raiders. He 
seems almost indestructible at this 
point. He's almost more of an alien 
than the ones in the movie—which, 
by the way, really bugged me. It just 
seemed really X-Files to me. And | 
don’t want to spoil the whole plot, so 
maybe I'll just say that the logic of 
that backstory seemed very hazy to 
me. 

PM: The ending is a real letdown. 
And I don’t mean just the final little 


epilogue scene, which I think a lot 
of people are going to find very an- 
ticlimactic, but the big action cli 
max feels like nothing more than 
a retread of the ending of Raiders 
where the villain with the foreign 
accent is destroyed by the powerful 
object they've spent the whole mov 
ie trying to acquire. In the world of 
the Indiana Jones movies, too much 
power apparently makes your head 
melt. 

NSK: What did you think of Cat« 
Blanchett? 

PM: | hate to say it, but I thought 
she was a big disappointment. 

NSK: | gotta agree. And her dia 
logue coach should have been fired 

PM: Just from the way she's 
dressed and styled, you keep waiting 
for that character to be more deli 
ciously sadistic and kinky... 

NSK: Exactly! You expect there to 
be some kind of sexual tension or 
flirtation to be there with Indy. The 
movie isn't terrible—this isn’t like the 
Star Wars prequels, where you gen- 
uinely feel ripped off at the end of 
them—but all the missed opportuni 
ties do start to pile up. Maybe that's 
because they had such a hard time 
getting a script together—supposedly 
M. Night Shyamalan wrote a script 
Frank Darabont wrote a script. | 
don't know how David Koepp wound 
up with the job. Now, I like David 
Koepp! I think he did a great job 
with Jurassic Park. But on this one 
I'm sure Spielberg and Lucas must 
have been looking over his shoul- 
der the whole time. | get.the feeling 
this wasn’t the best script they could 
come up with; it’s more like the best 
script they could all agree on. 

PM: How do you think people will 
react to it? Do you think they'll feel 
we're just a couple of cranky critics 
who are being way too hard on it? 

NSK: Well, I think people will find 
it somewhat predictable. I’d be very 
surprised if people like the ending 

PM: Shia LeBeouf’s Tarzan rou- 
tine, swinging through the jungle

As the summer blockbuster season 
stalks moviegoers and the TV sea- 
son wanes, I’m reminded that the 
small screen is sorely lacking in big- 
budget megaprojects. 

It used to be that the big miniseries 
was the mainstay of sweeps periods. 
These were big productions, shot in 
several countries, featuring dozens 
of stars, costing more than most 
feature films. This was Television 
with a capital T, and it gave us long, 
involved stories that simply couldn't 
be told on the big screen in less than 
three hours. 


The trend actually started, as 
much good TV does, in Britain, with 
the first BBC version of The Forsyte 
Saga in 1967 and QB VII in 1974. 
Americans lapped them up, and the 
networks thought, “This isn’t a bad 
idea!” 

So then there was Roots. 

Roots, which aired over seven 
nights in 1977, changed the TV land- 
scape. The final episode remains the 
third highest-rated program of all 
time. Roots: The Next Generations, 
in 1979, was even better. And behind 
this TV tsunami came a storm surge 
of fabulous miniseries in the 1980s. 

Maybe I have such fond memories 
of many of these productions simply 
because I was at the perfect age to be 
dazzled by them. I wasn’t old enough 
to see Scarface in the theatre, but I 
could watch V. I was a dork for be- 
ing obsessed with Gone With the 
Wind, but it wasn’t so uncool to 
watch North and South. And there 
was a big difference between watch- 
ing documentaries in social studies 
classes and watching all 30 hours of 
War and Remembrance in 1988. 

War and Remembrance, which 
was the sequel to 1983's The Winds 
of War, was an astonishing achieve- 
ment by producer Dan Curtis, and 
Not just because it seemed to last lon- 
ger than World War II. The screen- 
play, based on the Hermann Wouk 


dius (1976), Brideshead Revisited 
(1981), and The Jewel in the Crown 
(1984). 

Am I stirring any memories? How 
about Shogun (1981)? The Thorn 
Birds (1983)? Amerika (1987)? 
Rich Man, Poor Man (1976)? Lace 
(1985)? Queenie (1987)? Lonesome 
Dove (1989)? Hmmm. Maybe I need 
to fast forward for the younger SEE- 
ers, 

The problem is that by the 1990s, 
miniseries were fewer and farther 
between. Pride and Prejudice in 
1995. The Boys of St. Vincent in 
1993. Merlin in 1998. The Stand in 


1994. Joan of Arc in 1999. Dune in 
2000. Anything jiggling loose in 
your brain now? 

Maybe this is why they died out. 
These miniseries were water-cooler 
material for a few weeks at a time, 
but shoveling hundreds of millions 
of dollars into programming that 
died a quick death in the cultural 
consciousness just wasn't good busi- 
ness. 

Thank heaven for HBO. It’s the 
only network that still shells out the 
bucks for these risky ventures, and 
in return we get Band of Brothers, 
Angels in America, Empire Falls, and 
John Adams. 

Thus endeth the history lesson. 

Now the closest thing we have to 
a miniseries on regular networks 
is freaking election coverage. But 
thanks to new technology, we can 
revisit most of the miniseries I've 
mentioned on DVD. It's not the 
same, though. 

It's too bad that the format has 
died out, because there are projects 
out there that are much better suited 


_ for miniseries than movies. Prime 


example: Watchmen. 

However, we have further proof 
that everything old is new again. 
Kenneth Johnson, the creator of V, 
recently announced that a new big- 
screen feature is planned to revive 
the story.

I've seen some unnaturally cute, big- 
eyed movie creatures in my day— 
€.T., Gizmo from Gremlins, Zooey 
Deschanel—but the title character 
from CJ7 takes the cake. 

It's part Tribble, part Teletubby, 
part Tamagotchi, part Shmoo, and

part Nibbler from Futurama: it has 
a green torso made of some kind of 
infinitely stretchable plastic, stubby 
little green legs, a brown, furry, foot- 
ball-shaped head like Stewie Griffin, 
gigantic animé eyes, and a floppy 
antenna that’s the perfect size and 
shape for blowing soap bubbles. It 
communicates through a series of 
burbles, coos, and purrs, and it gig- 
gles and wriggles if you scratch it on 
its belly. Your first instinct might be 
to scream and try to kill it, but since 
it seems about as malleable and in- 
destructible as a ball of Silly Putty, 
you might as well give in and make 
it your pet. 





That's what little Dicky Chow 
decides to do when he accidentally 
comes into possession of it. As the 
son of a dirt-poor construction-site 
“coolie” (played by writer/director 
Stephen Chow), Dicky rarely gets 
luxuries like toys—he and his father 
are so poor, their idea of a fun game 
is seeing who can squash the most 
cockroaches on the wall of their tiny 
shack. With his ragged shoes (scav- 
enged by Mr. Chow from a nearby 
dump), Dicky is the laughingstock 
of the private school his father has 
scrimped and saved for him to at- 
tend, but he hopes his new friend 
CJ7 can use its magical outer-space 


powers to help him finally win the 
respect of his rich and popular class- 
mates. 

CJ7 is an unexpected change of 
pace for Chow, following his exhila- 
rating, tongue-in-cheek martial-arts 
comedies Shaolin Soccer and Kung 
Fu Hustle. Those films had an ap- 
pealingly childlike, cartoonish quali- 
ty to them, but this one is an outright 
kiddie movie, the performances and 
the gags even broader than the ones 
Chow usually goes for. Chow rel- 
egates himself to a supporting role; 
it's left to Xu Jiao (the young actress 
who plays his son Dicky) to carry 
the bulk of the film. And she seems 
to be totally on Chow's wavelength. 
Chow encourages her to mug for the 
camera a lot, but her transgender 
performance, which contains some 
quite skillful physical comedy, never 
slides into obnoxiousness. 

It helps that Chow forces little CJ7 
toundergo an almost unending series 
of physical abuses. The poor thing 
is stretched, squashed, and twisted 
in every direction. A dog mauls it, 
Dicky throws it in a trashcan, and 
his classmates take a saw and a 
power drill to it to try and figure out 
where the batteries go. All of this is 


absolutely hilarious—especially the 
bug-eyed look of terror on CJ7’s face 
as each new indignity begins. 

I'm not sure who the North Amer- 
ican audience for CJ7 will be. The 
subtitles make it problematic as a 
family movie, even though many 
of the gags—including a couple of 
wonderfully exuberant poop jokes 
and a slapstick fight with the school 
bully—traffic in exactly the kind 
of wildly exaggerated humour that 
kids adore. (Too bad a dubbed ver- 
sion isn't available.) But adults may 
resist the bizarre images and Chow's 
breakneck tonal shifts between slap- 
stick comedy and tearjerking melo- 
drama. 

Who's left? Childish adults, | 
guess, who can appreciate Chow's 
loving homages to €.T. and his sat- 
ire of Asian consumerism while gig- 
gling at the sight of the perfect Dairy 
Queen soft-serve turd CJ7 deposits 
in Dicky’s hand. (Even its turds are 
cute!) I don’t know how many of us 
there are out there, but if the film’s 
final scene is any indication, there 
are more than enough CJ7s out there 
to go around.

mitigated grossout carnage. 

The Machine Girl is an over- 
the-top fantasy involving the cute 
Minase Yashiro as Ami, a young 
basketball-playing schoolgirl out to 
destroy the yakuza family who killed 
her brother. There are no limits to 
the outrageous weapons Ami uses 
to wreak her revenge: the shurikens 
sharp enough to cut through heads... 
the machine gun affixed to her dam- 
aged arm... the drillbra 

Yes, you heard right: the drillbra. 

It's pretty revolting stuff—you’d 
better not plan on eating anything 
while watching this thing—and the 
imagery is in terrible taste as well 
But even with the ultraviolence, 
even with the hints of necrophilia, 
The Machine Girl still exerts a weird 
fascination. Just how far can a movie 
go with such unabashed gore, and 
with such indifference to the usual 
criteria by which we judge film? 
Pretty far, actually—amongst some 
truly awful acting, The Machine 
Girl contains enough laughs and 
sheer, frantic energy to almost save 
this entry in the low-budget blood 
‘n’ guts filmic sweepstakes. After 
all, how many films have you seen 
where the main character's arm gets 
turned into tempura? 

Plot? Iguchi has little use for plot; 
The Machine Girl is little more than 
a series of increasingly ridiculous 
and bloody tableaux. While the 
custom-made machine gun recalls 
other films that explore the Japanese

fascination with technology replac- 
ing body parts (Tetsuo: The Iron 
Man being the most obvious exam- 
ple), Iguchi doesn’t make much of it. 
Ami is just a killer—a murderer, she 
affirms at one point—who takes as 
much glee in torturing and maiming 
yakuza underlings as her enemies 
do, and the film is just a one-note 
fantasy mixing gore, titillation, and 
manic slapstick 

With the help of the parents of a 
schoolboy who was killed along with 
her brother, Ami trains Rocky-style 
for her revenge, until some junior- 
high ninjas (!) intrude on the ga- 
rage where she's been hiding. With 
the equally attractive mother lin- 





ing up beside Ami, the film turns 
into a carcass-ridden Thelma and 
Louise crossed with Death Wish— 
hot chicks meting out justice while 
wearing sexy outfits. 

Not a bad premise, but not enough 
to sustain its 90-minute running 
time. Exploitation fans will recog- 
nize the B-movie homages in Igu- 
chi’s theme music and opening cred- 
its, and gorehounds will enjoy the

Developing and presenting new Al- 
berta plays is at the centre of Work- 
shop West's mandate, which means 
that the Springboards New Play 
Festival is at the centre of Workshop 
West's season. But after Spring- 
boards went on temporary hiatus last 
year, artistic director Michael Clark 
had an even bigger backlog of scripts 
to wade through when Springboards 
returned. 

“|.came nowhere near denting the 
pile,” he says. “And adding to the 
situation is the fact that 15 years ago, 
there were three companies in town 
whose focus was on new work. But 
there have been changes to a lot of 
those companies’ mandates—perfect- 
ly legitimate changes—and changes 
in the economy that have scaled back 
the number of new productions that 
get done in Edmonton. There's an 
incredible backlog. Which is a drag, 
but it's created a really strong body of 
work for me to draw from.” 

Clark will be giving staged read- 
ings to 11 new scripts during the 
week-long event: there'll be ex- 
cerpts from six works in progress 
by such well-known local names as 
Catherine Walsh, Mark Stubbings, 
Darrin Hagen, and Trevor Schmidt; 
and five full-length plays. It’s an 
eclectic bunch. It includes Kenneth 
Brown's Spiral Drive, a romance in- 
volving a WWII fighter pilot that’s 
apparently the first of a trilogy (!); 
The Seed Savers, a farm drama by 


Katherine Koller; Stray, an eerie 
family drama by Elyne Quan; and In- 
ferno Sonata, a one-man show about 
nutcase playwright August Strind- 
berg written and performed by Scott 
Sharplin. 

But there’s also a ringer in the 
bunch: Kevin Kerr's Studies in Mo- 
tion, a wildly ambitious play about 
pioneering 19th-century “zoopraxog- 
rapher” €adweard Muybridge, which 
has already been produced by Van- 
couver's inventive Electric Theatre 
troupe and is about to begin a mini- 
tour to Whitehorse and Calgary. 
Every other play at Springboards 
this year will be going before audi- 
ences for the very first time; Studies 
in Motion, meanwhile, will have al- 
ready gotten an elaborate, widely re- 
viewed public staging, complete with 
a 12-member cast, choreography by 
Crystal Pite, and a state-of-the-art 
lightshow designed by Robert Gar- 
diner. 

Which begs the question, what the 
hell is Studies in Motion doing in 
Springboards? 

“Well,” Kerr says, “one of the great 
things Michael has been doing with 
Springboards is saying that a play's 
premiére isn’t the end of develop 
ment. In many ways, the premiére 
is part of development. That's one 
of the problems with new plays in 
our country—they get moved along 
through an endless workshop pro- 
cess, maybe they graduate to a pre- 
miére performance, and if they don't 
land 100 per cent, they often get 
written off as kind of a failure and 
get relegated to the dustbin. So for 
me, while Studies was very success- 
ful in its first version, this is a chance 
to go back to the narrative and the 
characters and try to move them to 
another level.” 

For Clark, it's simply an opportu-

nity to share a sensational play with 
Edmonton audiences. “The tour isn’t 
coming to Edmonton, sadly,” Clark 
says, “and I just thought Studies was 
a stunning, stunning piece of work. I

playwright, a Governor-General’s 
Award-winner, living in our midst.” 
The play is tricky to describe. On 
the one hand, it’s a playful biography 
of Muybridge, who's best known for 
having devised a way of taking a se- 


ries of photos of objects in motion— 





he once famously used his system to 
prove that all four of a racehorse’s 
legs do, in fact, leave the ground 
when it's galloping. But Muybridge 
took photos of humans as well—nude 
studies of people walking, running 
and performing household tasks that 
blur the line between art, science, 
and erotica. And he was the defen- 
dant in a sensational murder trial 


after he shot his wife's lover in cold 


blood. It’s a play about identity, Kerr 
says, a play about the manipulation 
of truth, and about the relationship 
between art and science 


In its original incarnation, it was 





also a rare visual spectacle. “Robert 
[Gardiner] developed this method of 
using digital light projectors instead 
of traditional stage lighting,” Kerr 
says. “They're massive video projec- 
tors that are super-bright and power- 
ful and have the capacity to throw 
both light and image onto the stage, 
and can manipulate them in ways 
that are pretty astounding. You can 
take any shape and then turn it into 
a spotlight—you can make it any size, 
any colour, throw it anywhere on the 
stage. Suddenly, it’s like you have an 
infinite number of specials. We had a 
bit where a character looked through 
a pair of opera glasses and we did 
that classic movie bit where you see 
the image through a cutout, the two 
circles. We came up with all sorts of 
gags like that.” 

Of course, it's impossible to repli- 
cate any of that on the tiny Spring- 
boards stage, but to Kerr, that’s the 
whole point. “I think it’s going to be 
interesting,” he says. “Ina play that is 
so informed by technology, to reduce 
it just to the words will be valuable 
for me. It'll be good to know whether 
I've been seduced by all those daz- 
zling elements into thinking the play 
is more than it actually is.”

It's old news now, and I hate to harp 
on Vanity Fair yet again (you might

tana by night. The same doubleness 
exists in real life: Cyrus tours non- 
stop as “Hannah Montana” in sold- 
out arena concerts across the coun- 
try. Her recent IMAX concert film 
will give an idea of how massive the 
Hannah Montana phenomenon is; | 
haven't seen it, but I’m going to go 
out on a limb and guess it’s ne Don’t 
Look Back. 

Cyrus is anything but an ordinary 
15-year-old; she isn't even “real.” 
Perhaps that's what is so alarming 
about the Leibovitz photo. The very 
thought of Cyrus as an actual young 
lady may lie at the very heart of the 
controversy. The photo is frighten- 
ingly ambiguous; it is vaguely sexual 
but not trashy. And yet, | can’t help 


and comfortable as herself—whoever 
she may be. 

I'd like to think Leibovitz aimed to 
capture the “essence” of Cyrus, with 
all her various personas stripped 
away. This is not a photo of Hannah 
Montana, nor is it a photo of “Mi- 
ley Cyrus” the character. Minus her 
blonde locks and Disney-approved 
bubblegum image, she is strikingly 
beautiful. The photo intrigues be- 
cause it is not a glamour shot. Cyrus 
could easily have been presented all 
sexed up. Yet, Leibovitz boldly ex- 
poses the young lady lurking beneath 
all her schizophrenically fabricated 
identities, and suggests there just 
might be a real person under there 
after all. Scandalous indeed!

Even at a taut 45 minutes, Crave 
still feels exhausting. From start to 
finish, the penultimate work of the 
late British playwright Sarah Kane is 
an uncompromising barrage of suf- 
fering and heartbreak, and it never 
once eases up. 

Crave features four characters— 
each one identified only by single 
letters of the alphabet—expressing 
their individual pain and_strug- 
gling with how to deal with it, if 
at all. The question as to whether the 
four voices represent four individual 
characters or simply different fac- 
ets of a deteriorating mind is never 
answered definitively, and Sarah 
Van Tassel’s direction lets both pos- 
sibilities hang ambiguously in the 
air. The decision to dress the ac- 
tors in matching hospital whites is 
clearly both af nod to the latter 
possibility, and a nod, perhaps, to 
the play's oft-institutionalized au- 
thor. 

For the most part, Van Tassel opts 
for a more traditional narrative, di- 
viding the four actors into two cou- 
ples, but even these pairings start to 
blur, as the actors keep trading lines 
amongst themselves, an effective 
and subtle suggestion that the char- 
acters are less individual than they 
themselves might believe. 

In many productions of Crave, 
the actors remain static and seated 
throughout the entire play, but Van 
Tassel lets her cast use all the space 
they have to work with. Her interloc- 





utors sit, stand, walk, and chase one 
another around the stage in what

the pathos of Kane’s cynical world in 
the personal. 

But the heart of Crave is its script 
Kane’s words are painful and poi- 
gnant—the frequent quotes from 
TS. Eliot's “The Waste Land” do not 
seem out of place. Like her fellow 
Kane 
dispenses with narrative in favour of 


modernist Samuel Beckett, 


minimal, experimental monologues 
and broken images. The poetic dia- 
logue is almost liturgical in rhythm 
and can be simultaneously sadistic 
and tender, just like the characters 
themselves. 

Candace Berlinguette and Cody 
Porter are believable as doomed lov 
ers, and Porter is responsible for th« 
production's high point—his delivery 
of a Joycean monologue balances 
doe-eyed naiveté with a streak of fa 
talism and is the perfect foil to Ber 
linguette’s hysterics. Berlinguette has 
the most active role as the abused C, 
and conveys a sense of hopelessness 
so all-encompassing that it smothers 
the sliver of chance she has for hap- 
piness. 

Denny Demeria turns in a service: 
able performance as B, an_addict 
willing to be seduced by M, played 
by Marissa Wiffen, the only weak 
link of the four. Wiffen, whose char 
acter desperately desires a child a 
her biological clock runs out, lacks 
the authority to play a character who 
is supposed to be much older that 
Demeria. 

Kane's script provides no guidanc® 
to those who take on the task of per 
forming it—no stage cues, no scel 
ery descriptions—and yet Van Tass! 
manages to give a sense of directio! 
to Kane’s directionless world, taking 
what on paper might seem more like 
poetry than a play and making it suc 
ceed as a piece of theatre.

What does a collective of musicians 
do when they want to fund their art 
but can’t prize any cash loose from 
the traditional outlets? If you’re the 
band Spreepark, you go looking out- 
side the box... and inside the amuse- 
ment park. 

“We were looking at grants that we 


would be eligible for,” explains Eric 
Cheng, Spreepark multi-instrumen- 
talist, “and the Edmonton Explora- 
tions grant looked like a really good 
fit. It's a grant for young, emerging 
artists and it encourages artists to 
look beyond what they would nor- 
mally do within their discipline and 
make connections with different art- 
ists and different audiences in those 
respective arts communities.” 

Thus Willkommen in Spreepark 
(that’s German for “Welcome to 
Spreepark”) was born. With two 
that 
Spreepark recorded over a weekend 
last year as its foundation, Willkom-

men in Spreepark is a multi-disci- 
plinary collaboration between local 
artists, actors, dancers, designers, 


and musicians. Part play, part rock 
concert, part resurrected amuse- 
ment park, the production will al- 
most be as colourful as the real-life 
story that inspired it. 

Built in 1969, Cultural Park Plan- 
terwald was Germany's answer to

ride, but was caught by German au-

Now, Cheng and his cohorts have 


set out to do nothing less than bring 
the disgraced Spreepark back to life 
Besides live music from local acts 
such as Illfit Outfit and Blind Tiger 
Tiger, the installation also will make 
use of audio-visual components as it 
tells the story of two boys who break 
into Spreepark and wind up having 
to save the world from an evil clown 
Hey, it’s no crazier than Spreepark's 
actual history. 

“The script is based half on the 
history of the amusement park in 
Germany, and half on the music of 
Spreepark the band’s last two al 
bums, Cheng says. “We took at the 
songs we wrote, which happened to 
be about Spreepark, and based the 
script around them. There was a 


narrative that emerged from the mu- 
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sic, so the script came together very 
quickly and very organically.” 

The six bands involved with Will- 
kommen in Spreepark will be play- 
ing their own versions of the songs 
Cheng and his bandmates wrote, and 
Cheng expects each performance to 
be different from the others 

“What will work the first night 
won't work the second night,” says 
director Michelle Kennedy. “There 
are bands that are really easy for 
the actors to work with, and there 
are others that are more difficult for 
the actors just because their music 
is so unorthodox. It really will be 
a different experience every night 
Everyone is so stoked and so scared 
at the mostly

That Was The Freak That Was

By the time we get a good look at 
John Merrick, the intensely de- 
formed man who both repulsed and 
fascinated the citizens of Victorian 
€ngland (and, really, every genera- 
tion since then), he’s had quite an 
entrance built up for him. The first 
10 minutes of The Elephant Man are 
littered with circus freakshow post- 
ers, characters nearly vomiting into 
their handkerchiefs after entering 
his decrepit tent, and video loops 
projecting medical grotesqueries 
onto the set's walls—not to mention 
that unfortunate nickname of his. 
Got it? This guy is ugly: we're talk- 
ing all-caps, double-italics hideous. 
So it comes as something of a 
surprise when the newest surgeon 


at the Royal London Hospital, the 
chirpy idealist Frederick Treves 
(George Szilagyi), introduces to his 
colleagues not a limping, mouth- 
breathing mound of prosthetics, 
but... a regular guy (Frank Zotter). A 
fairly good-looking guy, in fact, with 
nice teeth and great posture. That's 
because this Merrick, as envisioned 
by director Michael Peng, takes on 
his deformities only gradually, as 
Treves reads them aloud, and even 
then using only his body language; 
he becomes a monster before our 
very eyes, one newly misshapen 
limb at a time. 


up to his equally sudden death at the 
age of 27. The play was written by 
Bernard Pomerance in 1978 and Da- 
vid Lynch's Merrick biopic came out 
in 1980, but the man’s story has been 
echoing around the margins of pop 
culture for well over a century. He's a 
symbol of the monstrous Other, the 
viciousness of celebrity culture, and 
the triumph of the human spirit, all 
rolled into one. 

Pomerance’s insistence on pre- 
senting Merrick without makeup is a 
significant one, and its basic aim is to 
make the other characters’ prejudices 
seem more obviously villainous. As

The Elephant Man follows Mer- 
rick from the time Treves discovers 
him as an abused freakshow oddity, 
through his sudden rise to celebrity 
as a national medical anomaly, and 


one scene makes head-smackingly 
clear, what each character really sees 
in Merrick is a distorted version of 
him/herself—his deformities are just 
another projection of their hyper-re- 


pressed Victorian attitudes. Having 
Merrick look (to the audience, any- 
way) just like everyone else, and yet 
tragically forced into becoming an 
outsider, makes his scapegoat status 
all the more apparent. 

This vision is immensely boosted 
by stellar performances from both 
lead actors. As a man desperate to 
simply have a normal conversation 
with the people around him, Zotter 
brings precisely the right combina- 
tion of self-deprecating humour and 
utter humiliation to his portrayal of 
Merrick. And Szilagyi is even better 
as the heavily conflicted Dr. Treves, 
who slowly realizes he cannot be 
both doctor and friend to his rapidly 
deteriorating patient. 

While there are weak points in 
Peng’s production, by far the big- 
gest problem is Pomerance’s clunky 
script, which is light on subtlety and 
nuance and heavy on coarse and 
hamfisted metaphors. In the second 
act, as Merrick gains the attention 
of the upper classes and leaves the 
filth of the streets, he begins build- 
ing a wobbling crystal replica of St. 
Philip's Church—because Merrick’s 


ascension, you see, is also fragile 
Yuck. 

A much more interesting devel- 
opment, though Pomerance glosses 
over it, is Merrick’s growing inter- 
est in Christianity and the Book of 
Job. It would be fascinating to hear 
the witty and intelligent Merrick’s 
take on the most needlessly suf- 
fering character in literature, but it 
doesn’t happen; instead we get an 
overwrought conversation about 
how he had never heard the word 
“home” before coming to the 
hospital. 

But as Peng’s production makes 
clear, Merrick has been constantly 
misrepresented throughout his short 
life and beyond. He wasn't half ele- 
phant, half man; he wasn't looking 
to be cured, only treated with com- 
passion; and he wasn’t even named 
John, (Treves famously misremem- 
bered Merrick’s name in his 1923 
memoir.) By taking the elephant out 
of The Elephant Man, Peng has tak- 
en an important stride toward deflat- 
ing the fanfare surrounding the man 
once known simply as Joseph Carey 
Merrick.

SAVAGE LOVE DAN SAVAGE 

HOW DO YOU GET SOME ACTION 
WHEN YOUR LIMBS WON'T 
EVEN MOVE? DAN HAS SOME

I'm writing on behalf of a 19-year- 
old guy with cerebral palsy. 

As you may know, CP is a brain 
affliction resulting from insuf- 
ficient oxygen at birth, and it 
causes the part of the brain re- 


sponsible for motor function to 


















































work incorrectly. Troubles for 
people with CP include muscle 
spasticity, weakness, and/or 
painful contraction, and in some 
cases a life spent in a wheelchair. 
My buddy is, like any 19-year- 
old, interested in finding out 
more about his sexuality. He has 
watched his peers develop sexu- 
ally, but hasn't had the opportu- 
nity to do so himself. Intimacy 
aside, are there any services that 
you know of that could help him 
to experience sex for the first 
time? I don’t mean to buy the guy 
a hooker or anything like that, 
but I wondered if there are people 
who would assist him and a girl 
(disabled or otherwise) into bed. 
Thanks, and keep up the great 
column. I’ve been a reader for 
years... 
Friend In Deed 


‘Your reader shouldn't make as- 
sumptions about what having sex or 
being sexual means to his friend,” 
says Cory Silverberg, coauthor of 
The Ultimate Guide to Sex and Dis- 
ability. What if your friend doesn’t 
want to get into bed with a girl, but 
head into a dungeon with one? Or 
two? Or what if your friend is gay? 
Or what if all he really wants is to 
make it with a plush toy or a picnic 
table? 

“Just like we do with everyone,” 
says Cory, “we tend to assume folks 
with disabilities are straight and 
just want to have penile-vaginal in- 
tercourse and some oral sex. We're 
almost always wrong. So the first 
thing he should do is ask his friend 
what he’s interested in.” 

Cory also suggests that you ask 
your friend if he’s having sex with 
himself, since masturbation is the 
easiest way for a person to explore 
his sexuality. “Mobility disabilities 
can make masturbation tricky,” says 
Cory, “but never impossible. Pri- 
vacy and motor control can be chal- 
enging, but there are many work- 
rounds,” 


If your friend has or finds a partner 
and needs physical assistance during 
sex, you might want to help him find 
an attendant, a person who works 
with physically disabled people, who 
is comfortable positioning him and 
a partner in bed, assisting with con- 
doms, and cleaning up. “In my expe- 
rience,” says Cory, “attendants who 
are queer tend to be more comfort- 
able talking about sex and making 
that kind of assistance part of their 
job description, but that doesn't rule 
out straight ones.” 

So if your friend has plenty of sex 
with himself and has a good idea 
what he'd like to do, but doesn’t 
have a partner to do it with, what do 
you do then? “I don’t have any new 
suggestions here,” says Cory. “He 
should get out there, use online and 
virtual spaces, join a social group 
related to something he’s passionate 
about—all of these are good ways to 
meet people. Paying for sex is also 
an option, but avoid the escort ads 
and try to get a referral from some- 
one you know and trust.” 


I was in a chatroom today and 
a guy asked if he could see my 
belly button. Of course, my fe- 
tish alarm went off. Turns out 
this guy is 19, disabled, and feels 
like a total social/sexual outcast. 
Because of his physical prob- 
lems and his fetish, he said he 
felt like he'd never have a normal 
relationship. I couldn't lie to the 
kid and say, “Don't worry, pump- 
kin, your soulmate will find you 
someday,” so instead I offered 
“Most people are assholes—and 
this comes from an able-bodied 
vanilla girl, so yeah, your life's 
gonna be tough.” 

Then I thought there must be 
some kind of internet group out 
there for disabled fetishists. It 
might also make him feel more 
normal, and he may be able to 
arrange an amazing you-can- 
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fetishize-my-disability-if-I-can 
jerk-off-in-your-belly-button _re- 
lationship. I’m torn up thinking 
about this kid and want to do 
something for him.

Book of Sexual Records, are just a 
few of the more fascinating sexual 
extremes throughout history. 


LARGEST PENIS 

Of course, it all depends who is do- 
ing the measuring (sorry guys, you 
can’t start from your ankle) but the 
longest penis sex researchers Alfred 
Kinsey and his partner Wardell B. 
Pomeroy encountered in their studies 


was 10 inches when erect. However, 
in his 1935 publication “L’Ethnologie 
du Sens Genitale,” Dr. Jacobus re- 
ported a penis nearly 12 inches long. 
A 14-inch penis is mentioned in Dr. 
David Reuben's Everything You Al- 
ways Wanted to Know About Sex, 
though no source is quoted.

Okay, there are a few contenders in 
this category.

Menstrual 
blood, placenta, and semen have all 
been consumed as libido-lifters. Ap- 
parently, some folk way back when 
believed that the semen of virile 
young men should be mixed with the 
excrement of hawks or eagles and 
taken in pellet form would increase 
virility.

There's not much difference 
between a leg man and a lack-of-leg 
man—well, except this: the more 
common a fetish is, the less likely we 
are to regard it as one. 

“But a lot of devotees don’t think 
of themselves as fetishists,” adds 
Cory. “They compare their interests 
to someone who likes red hair or 
big boobs, more of a preference or 
something they have an emotional 
connection to rather than something 
they absolutely need to get off.” 


Please help me. I’m 38 and have 
no boyfriend or friends to go out 
with. I have been in a wheelchair 
for 10 years with a hereditary 
condition. I have low self-esteem, 
which does not help. I don’t know 
how to fix it. If I do ever go some- 
where on my own, I never find 
people that want to talk, and my 
life is so boring. 

Dying Out Here 






“The effects of the social isola- 
tion people with disabilities face 
can include depression,” says Cory, 
“and from this brief note, that's my 
first concern.” Cory thinks you 
might benefit from seeing some- 
one—le shrink—about your general 
mental health before you start look- 
ing for a boyfriend. “The reader 
wants to ‘fix’ the problem, but the 
truth is that there isn’t any quick or 
easy fix, especially when it comes to 
self-esteem. But taking some action 
to change your situation can make 
you feel more positive about yourself 
and what you have to offer others.” 
Once you’ve sought out some 
help for your depression, Cory sug- 
gests you “find some volunteer work 
that is accessible [or] join a social 
group or club”—basically follow the 
standard-issue advice for any lonely 
person, able-bodied or not. You also 
might want to check out these dis- 
ability dating websites: www.dawn- 
disabled-dating.com, www.disabled- 
datingclub.com, | wwweenablelove 
com, www.lovebyrd.com, and www.

THE KEY TO MY FUTURE AS A WRITER 





Sunday afternoons are when the real 
work tends to happen in our house. 
Friday nights are split between wind- 
ing down from the week and planning 
for the days off. Saturday is when we 
do the things we actually want to do: 
shopping, watching a movie, hang- 
ing out with people. Sunday morn- 
ings, we look at what needs to get 
done and face facts. We pretty much 
knuckle down.

“Shit,” she says. “Now I’m hun- 
gry. Do you mind if we hit the

1 look at her as though she is cra- 
zy. | weigh 300 and change. | have 
never turned down fast food in my 
life, and it's about all we can handle 
as far as customer/clerk interactions 
go right now. We are too burnt-out to 
deal with the complications of order- 
ing in a real restaurant. Bland, bor- 
ing junk it is. 

When we arrive, she asks if I will 
run in and grab her usual. I’m happy 
to. She'll have the grilled chicken 
with no sauce and a plain baked po- 
tato. I will have the Baconator. Stu- 
pid. She could stand to gain a pound 
or two these days and, as I walk in, 
1 think, yet again, about what a fat, 
doughy bastard I am. 

I walk into the place, plastic as 
usual. Something is Wrong. Capital- 
W Wrong. The overhead fluorescent 
lights are flickering and jittery in a 
David Lynch-y, seizure-inducing way. 
The sound is like the rattle of a moth 
trapped in a lampshade. There's no 
queue. | proceed to the counter. The 
clerk is trying to keep his cool, but 
he’s sweating, not from the heat.
